2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, using 
either bacteriorhodopsin or proteorhodopsin, does not require the removal of the membrane 
components for the photoreaction and subsequent use as an optical recording media. This 
procedure is somewhat labor intensive and not suggested in that prior art. Krebs et al., while 
teaching the purification, does not require the immobilization of the resulting composition in a 
solid, but is able to obtain the desired spectroscopic information in solution. There is no 
motivation for the immobilization of the recited composition.
